Good and 
evil are always engaged in a tuij ot war; but at 
this moment evil seems lo be pulling way over the 
center mark.

to think more about God The\ need a religion 
that will stress the relationships between God and 
mjin; that will not whiti-\\a.->h e \ i l or make sin 
seem nothing more than a r n t d i e \ ; l m \ t h . Many 
successful men and women confer 
their material blessing — good 
health, an assured fuiurf, etc —the 
insecurity. They are not happv. T nnr trouble i 
r, 


that they lack spiritual anchors Their lives, in- 
stead of being centered in God. exclude Him en- 
tirely, or. at the most, give Him last an occasional 
passing nod. 


It is a tragedy when one individual tries 


to get along without God 
But when {millions 


give Him neither time nor thought, tragedy be- 
comes magnified into a catastrople heymd de- 
scription. Religion Ls the only nioc'itine that will 
put new vigor and snvngih into the soul of 
America. It is the only balm that \\iil soothe 
troubled minds and hearts 
Trvre i* no reason 


why America should not be a holv and happy as 
well as a great nation. 
R> holiness is not meant
